Atlanta telegraphers on strike were 
yesterday. given an emphatic, pro- 
nounced and unmistakable endorsement 
and ‘an open support by ‘the Atlanta 
Typographical Union, No. 48. 

Without a dissenting voice, the Atlanta 
typos voted-to go down deep tnto the 
treasury of the International Typographi- 
cal Union, and info fShetr own bank ac- 
count, too, for money to help the strik- 
ers along to their Austerlitz, or to their 
Waterloo. 

The vote was cast 
Atlanta Federation 
o'clock yesterday afternoon. 

Complying with: a request the 
Commercial Telegraphers’ Union, No. 60, 
of Atiagta, made Monday = afternoon, 
Atlanta Typographical Union convened 
yesterday to hear from a committee on 
education from the -telegraphers. The 
wire-workers wanted the printers” to 
know exactly the conditions and the sit- 
uation. They wanted to advise composi- 
tors on the Atlanta daily papers as to 
their grievances fully, to show just why 
they had gone on strike. 

Dan Green, of The Constitution chapel, 
was in the chair when Telegrapher Gray, 
until ‘the walk-out of Sunday, a fast 
operator in the Western Union, appear- 
ed as spokesman for the visiting com- 
mittee. Always a good talker, Mr. Gray 
was at his best, and without consum- 
ing the time of the gathering, he went 
over the grounds leading up to the 
strike. As: he painted it, the Western 
Union opetators were driven to the walk- 
out. The-treatment they had received 
at the hands of the telegraph company 
precluded a further stay with the West- 
ern Union without an absolute surren- 
der of manhood. Committeeman Gray 
was supported ia al) he had to say by AS- 
sociated Press Operator Pinson = and 
other members. of the visiting group. 
The ‘educators were not only taken at 
their own word, hut what they = said 
created a most favorable impression. 

“T have, Mr. Chairman,” said Hon. 
Press Huddleston, member of the general 
counci] from the second ward, a prom- 
inent federation man, and a leading fig- 
ure in the ‘Typographical Union, ‘a 
resolution I wish read. It bears upon 
the situation in which the telegraphers 
are. We have all heard what our visit- 
ors from the Telegraphers’ Union have 
‘had to say and have been entertained 
and instructed, and, for my part, 
ready for action. So is every one 
I guess.”

Secretary 
of War Taft, with Postmaster General 
Meyer, arrived at Oyster Bay on the 
12:19 train.. They were taken at once 
in an auto the president’s home. Sec- 
retary of State Root and Mrs. Root were 
expected inthe early evening before 
Secretary Taft departed. 

Miss Ethel Roosevelt, who is a great 
favorite of the genial secretary of war 
and Assistant Secretary Latta, were at 
the depot when the 12:19 rolled in. Sec- 
retary Taft was immediately surround- 
ed and bombarded with questions to the 
purpose of his visit to Sagamore Hill. 

No Politics. 

He said: 

“Politics do not figure in this visit. 
I am not here to discuss the political 
situation.” Then he continued with a 
laugh: ‘I am three months behind, 
and the month ahead on administration 
On matters, and as I am about to de- 
part for the Philippines I wanted to 
have everything arranged before I guv.’’ 

Secretary Taft was then questioned 
about everything, from the weather to 
Standard Oil, which while not properly 
in the province of the department of 
war is just now under a heavy artillery 
fire directed at it by the government. 
Secretary Taft was silent on all alike. 
He goodnaturedly made his way from a 
good file of interviewers into an automo- 
bile in a revolving chair, which was 
waiting to convey him to the hill. 
Secretary Root was expected at 5:40 
O'clock. It was believed that one of 
the chief subjects in conversation be- 
tween Postmaster General Meyer and 
the president will be the appotntment of 
a new postmaster for New York City, 
and there was some hope that when Mr.

At a meeting of the finance committee 
of the senate, yesterday afternoon, Col- 
onel Nat E. Harris, of Macon, made @ 
stirring speech against the | per cent 
income tax which was included in the 
general tax act which was passed ‘by 
the house. 

He said that while he was the repre- 
sentative of two railroads, that he came 
before the committee not as their repre- 
Sentative but that he spoke only tor 
himself. He contended that the railroads 
were merely an agent of the people, 
and that fully 160,000 people in Georgia 
secured their living from the railroads 
of the state. 

He.contended that if the act in the tax 
bill was passed that railroad construc- 
tion in the state would be discouraged. 
He alleged that the taxes in Georgia 
were greater than in any other state in 
the United States, that whereas the 
state placed a value of $2!5,000,000 on 
the property, it was worth only $!46,- 
000,000, and that the tax was unjust, 
that it was double taxation. He said 
that the railroads had made Georgia the 
empire state of the south, and this had 
been possible, because the ftoretatners 
had kept their hands off of the railroads 
in former years. 

In a humorous story, he referred to 
the Macon platform, and said that the 
platform was to ‘git in on, and not ts 
stand on.” In an eloquent plea he de- 
Clared that the future supremacy of the 
white race depended very largely on the 
property of the state, and declared that 
if this act should become a law that 
the state could not prosper. 

D. A. Loyless, of the Georgia Bottlers’ 
Association, appeared before the commit- 
tee in the interest of the bottling busi- 
ness of Georgia. He contended that Geor- 
gia was the only state in the union 
which levied a tax on this business, and 
yet Georgia led the states in soft drinks. 

M. A. Montgomery pleaded for the 
young boy who sold soda water on the 
streets in order to buy school books. 

Time Given Railroads. 

The committee then decided to devote 
from 5:30 to 7 o'clock to listening to the 
hearing from the railroads, 

Hon, D. 8.-‘Williams gpoke first in be- 
half of the smalled corporations. He 
contended that these roads were unable 
to stand any tax, as these smaller en- 
terprises had great difficulty in sur- 
viving., 

T. C. Waters; a representative of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, 
spoke next, and argued that the en- 
gineers and employees of railroads 
would suffer if this bill should be en- 
acted into a law. 


He stated that the organization had | 


a legislative board to look after their 
interests. He declared that while the 
salaries of employees had increased 
about 10 per cent in the past five 
years, that they were now getting only 
about the same salaries which they 
received ten or twelve years ago, while 
the expense of living had increased 
considerably. 

oJhn G. Postell, of Macon, argued next 
against the provision in the tax act. 
He said that he represented eighteen 
labor organizations, and the matter 
was a case of life and death with the 
wage earners. 

He stated that while no organization 
had sent him to the committee, that 
he knew that the wage-earners would 
support him in pleading for their in- 
terests. 

J. L. Head spoke next for the rail- 
ways, and argued that if the ! per cent 
tax should be approved, that it would 
discourage the building of railroads in 
the ctate. 

L. G. Rosser also spoke against the | 
per cent tax. 

Colonel Harris, of Macon, then spoke, 
and the committee adjourned until 8:30 
o'clock. 

Evening Session. 

The committee resumed the discussion 
at 9 o'clock, and Preston Arkwright, of 
the street railway company, spoke jn 
opposition to the tax. 

He said that there were three classes 
of taxes, first, enterprises similar to in- 
Surance companies, which had little phy- 
sical property to tax; second, enterprises 
like the whisky business, where the 
business was suppressed or limited, and 
thirdly, on corporations where special 
privileges were granted. 

He stated that under the last class 
came the street railway companies. 

He said that the alleged reason for 
asking for this increase was that the 
State needed the money, but, said Mr. 
Arkwright, I believe that a fair exami- 
nation will show that the state does not 
need that amount. 

He contended that it was unfair, even 
if the state did need the money to make 
the steam and streét railway companies 
pay more than their prorata share. 

He declared that the comptroller gen- 
eral had recently increased the basis of 
his assessment from $3,500,000 to $8,000,- 
000, and that altogether the taxes on the 
Georgia Railway and Electric Light 
Company would be increased $210,000. 

He showed the advantages which had 
been derived from the suburban railways 
all along the lines, how the property 
values had increased, and said these 
companies are in their infancy, and said: 
“Instead of adding burdens to these 
street railway companies, you should en- 
courage their construction.’’ 

He argued that the state did not need 
the money, and if it did, it was unjust 
to levy taxes only on a few corpora- 
tions. 

Colonel Rowland Ejlis, of Macon, rep- 
resented the Macon Street Railway 
Company. Colonel A. A. Lawrence, of 


Savannah, spoke against the measure in | 


behalf of the Savannah corporation. 

Colonel H. H. Dean, 
represented the railway company in that 
city, and aiso spoke of the Gainesville 
Midland Street Railway Company. 

He said a better way to regulate the 
railways was to require them to furnish 
better service by having 
beiter cars, etc., instead of placing such 
heavy taxes on the corporations. 

He stated that his company was los- 
ing $6,000 annually. 

Colonel Frank E. Garrard, of Colum- 
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bus, and H. J. Arnold, superintendent of 
the Rome Street Railway Company, 
represented their respective cities. 

C. J. Lambert, general agent of the 
Singer Sewing Machine Company, and 
KE. P. Burns, of the American Insurance 
Association, also spoke in opposition to 
the income occupation tax, arguing that 
they would be put out of business if the 
tax was insisted upon. 

R. Ih D. McAllister represented the 
bottling works, and urged that the tax 
be not levied. 

Colonel] R. C. Austin represented the 
express companies, and made a strong 
argument against the tax. 

Colonel T. B. Felder made an earnest 
plea for telegraph and telephone com- 
panies. He argued that the tax should 
never have been passed in the house, and 
that the tax was unjust and unWise. 

He referred to Colonel Perry, of Gaines- 
ville, saying that he was in a large de- 
increase. He stated that he could not un- 
creas. He stated that he could not un- 
derstand why Mr. Perry should pursue 
the telephone and telegraph companies. 

At this point Senator Felder, chairman 
of the committee, requested Colonel Fel- 
der not to deal in personalities. Col- 
onel Perry, who was present at the hear- 
ing, replied: “It is perfectly agreeable 
to me, if you will give me an opportu- 
nity to reply.’ 

Colonel Felder finished his argument, 
and Colonel Perry asked for a hearing, 
but the committee adjourned at 11:20 
o'clock to meet again this afternoon at 
3 o'clock.

When the Curtis resolution came up 
fn council Jerome Jones appeared for 
the Federation of Labor and asked that 
certa.n city officers be elected by the 
people.

Tangier, August !3.—A frenzied mot 
of Moors, probably numbering 4,000 per- 
sons, made a futile attempt to sack Casa 
Blanca last night, but was repulsed with 
great loss. 

The attack upon the city was made 
early in the evening and as the hours 
passed the mob grew in numbers and ex- 
citement increased. 

It is reported that many have been kill- 
The hospitals are 
crowded and streets are full of cerpses 
awaiting burial. 

Intermittent fighting is. still being re- 
ported. 

A steamer from Mazagan having 240 
refugees on board, mostly Europeans, 
arrived last night.

About Book Plates. 

(From The Journal of American 

It was within haif a century from the in- 
vention of printing that book plates were in- 
troduced as identifying marks to indicate 
the ownership of the volume. ! 

Germany, the fatherland of printing from 
movable type and of wood cutting for making 
impressions in ink on paper, is likewise the 
home land of the book plate. 

The earliest dated wood cut of accepted au- 
thenticity is the well-known ‘St. Christopher 
of 1433."" which was discovered in the 
Carthusian monastery of Buxheim in Suabia. 

It was to insure the right of ownership in a 
book that the owner had it marked with the 
coat-of-arms of the family, or some other 
heraldic device. Libraries were kept intact | 
and passed from generftion to generation, | 
bearing the emblem of Ahe family. | 

The first book plate in France is dated 
1574: in Sweden, 1575; Switzerland, 1607, and | 
Itaty, 1628. The earliest English book plate | 
is found in a folio volume once the property | 
of Cardinal Wolsley and afterwards belonging | 
to his royal master. 

The earliest mention of the book plate in 
English literature is by Pepys, July 16, 1688. 
The first known book pigte in America be- 
longed to Governor Dudley. Pa; He-vere, the

Miss Becks Returns From Panama. 

Miss Gertrude Beeks, of New York, 
who was recently sent by the National 
Civic Federation to Panama, to look 
into the condition of the working peo- 
ple there, is a striking example of the 
peculiar fitness of smart women for 
such work. She is secretary of the 
welfare’ department of the National 
Civic Federation, and it is through her 
splendid work of investigation that this 
department of the organization has 
bureau of facts and figures pertaining 
to the conditions of the working people 
ef all classes which have been proven 
indisputable in accuracy and the justice 
of all reports made from them. 

While Miss Beeks studies the status 
of the labor question both from the 
standpoint of the employer and em- 
ployee, she at the same time initiates 
organizations into the welfare work, 
wherever it does not exist, or gives an 
impetus to that already established. 

She was one of the organizers of the 
meeting of the National Civic Federa- 
tion, which was held in Chicago in the 
spring at the home of Mrs. Potter Pal- 
mer, and during her stay there ad-

FIRE MARSHAL 
IS RECOMMENDED 


Interesting Suggestion by In- 
surance Committee of 
American Bar. 


se 


Burton Smith, the southern member 
of the committee on insurance law of 
the American Bar Association, is ir re- 
ceipt of a copy of the report of the com- 
mittee, which has just been issued. 

One of the most important recommend- 
ations of the committee is in regard to 
the need for a state fire marshal law. 
In this connection the report has to say" 

“There has been for a number of years 
a demand for a systematic and pains- 
taking investigation into the origin of 
fires. It is estimated that one-third of 
all the fires are of incendiary origin. 
Some fifteen of the states have enacted 
what is known as the fire marsha) law, 
requiring an official investigation into 
the cause of every fire. So far as your 
committee is advised, the law which in 
its administration has produced the most 
valuable resultg is the Ohio law. The 
results of the investigations conducted 
by that department in 1906 have been 
embodied by the marshal in a most in- 
teresting document, already quoted from, 
as follows:

Fled from state, fugitives from justice. . . 
‘Bound over to grand juries.. .. i eA

Montgomery, Ala., August 1'3.—(Spe- 
cialL)—J. C. Maben, of Birmingham, and 
C. P. Rogers, of Letohatchie, have 
bought a handsome lifesize oil painting 
of General John B. Gordon, and  pre- 
sented it to the state department of 
archives and history, the picture being 
received today by the director of the 
department, Dr. Thomas M. Owen. (It 
was painted by Mrs. J. R. Gregory, of 
Atlanta, who has seven pictures of like 
kind on the walls of the capitot building 
in Atlanta. The price paid was $402. 
It shows General Gordon in the pose of 
a lecturer or speaker, and is said by ex- 
perts to be a very fine likeness as well 


The picture was brought to the capitol 
during the session of the legislature, and 
a bill was introduced by Representative 
Crum, of Lowndes county, to buy it. The 
appropriations committee turned the bill 
down. Captain Maben happened to be 
here at the time, and said that he would 
go in with others to Buy the ptcture if 
the state would not. Captain Rogers 
heard of the offer, @nd met it, the two 
of them putting up the money for the 
purchase. Captain Maben wrote Dr. Ow-- 
en today, telling how greatly he was 
pleased to have been able to make the 
gift. 

General Gordon was listed on the rec- 
ords of the war of the confederacy as 
from Alabama. At the breaking out of 
hostilities he was operating coa) mines 


in Jackson county, this state, and raised 
a company called the “Raccoon 
Roughs."’ He and his company came 


to Montgomery and enlisted in the Sixth} 


Alabama, of which Gordon soon became 
colonel, beginning as its first major. 
After that he went rapidly along to the 
rank of lieutenant general, and one of 
the most important of the associates of 
General Lee. The flag of the Sixth, 
when Gordon was in command, !s now 
in the possession of the department 
has just received the picture. 
General Gordon was elected command- 
the United Confedérate 
and remained so to his death. After the 
war he moved back to his home state, 
Georgia, from which he went the 
United States senate, and which gave 
him much Jove and great honors. He 
i remembered by Alabamantans who 
were men at that time, and his trips 
to Montgomery are often spoken of in 
the annals of the war.

Government Report Showing Condi- 
tions Past Week 

Washington, August 13.—Following is the 
weekly report by states: 

Texas—The week was very dry. A few very 
light scattered showers occurred on the 6th. 
The temperature and sunshine were above 
normal. Conditions are very unfavorable and 
min is badly needed, 

Tennessee—The mean témperature was de- 
cidedly above normal. The rainfall was un- 
evenly distributed and generally below nor- 
ral. Rain is much needed in some western 
counties. The sunshine was somewhat defict- 
ent in some eastern counties, but was gen- 
erally ample. 

South Carolina—The week was characterized 
by moderate temperature, ample sunshine and 
nearly normal humidity with scattered show- 
ers on several days. The rainfall was exces- 
sive in a few places in the northeastern por- 
tion and generally deficient in the western 
division. The mean temperature and sunshine 
were nearly normal. The precipitation was 
below normal, 

Oklahoma and Indian Territory—This has 
been another week of dry, unfavorable weath- 
er. The skies were clear and the tempera- 
ture was very high during the entire week, 
Hot southerly winds prevailed during the lat- 
ter part. There was no rain of consequence, 
nave drought prevails in practically all dis- 
tricts. 

Arkansas—The weather was abnormally hot, 
very dry and generally unfavorable. There 
was some rain in a few eastern counties, but 
the rainfall was generaUy deficient. No rain 
fell in west counties. The sunshine was above 
normal. A good rain its needed. 

Florida—Nearly average temperature pre- 
vailed during the week.

Margarine 
sells at 19 cents per pound, American lard 
at 13% cents, Chinese l@gd, very crude, at 7 
cents, and edible tallow at about the same. 
The amount of butter !tmported in 1906 is 
stated at 1,083,766 pounds, 
mal fatty products at 861,418 pounds. Prob- 
ably an equal, if not greater, amount of but- 
ter is produced locally or brought In from 
other parts of Siberia by rail. Particulars 
as to the annual quantity and value of the 
sales of each are not obtainable. 

Cotton seed cake as a feed for cattle, etc., 
would have to compete, among other articles, 
with bean cake, produced locally and in 
Manchuria, which is here sold at about Mg 
cents per pound. It is mostly used by the 
Chinese for their draft animals. The exact 
quantity imported is not stated separately in 
the customs returns. If reasonable prices 
could be quoted a good market for cotton seed 
cake as fodder might be found in the army 
here. 

The use of edible oils appears to be in- 
creasing with the growth of the population. 
Very little is produced locally—none of the 
finer kinds—and there would consequently 
seem to be a good opportunity for the in- 
troduction here of various grades of cotton 
seed oil. There has so far been no discrimi- 
natign on the part of the government against 
cotton seed oll products, nor is there any 
prospect cf such discrimination. 

This market is very unstable, even staple 
articles selling frequently at below cost price, 
and again at remarkably high figures when 
stocks have been unexpectedly depleted, as 
often happens. Tite prices quoted must there- 
fore be considered only as approximate. 


Vice Consul Witold Fuchs furnishes the fol- 
lowing report from Warsaw, dated May 9: 
Cotton seed oil alone is used in the prov- 
ince of Warsaw. Cake and meal are not 
used. The oil is employed for technical pur- 
poses; in the manufacture of soap, when 
cheaper than animal tallow, in the menu- 
facture of varnish, as an ingredient added to 
other olls, and also as edible oll, consumed 
as substitute for sesame oil. The yearly con- 
sumption of cotton seed oil cannot be deter- 
mined strictly, for lack of Statistics, but the 
aggregate import is estimated, by persons in 
touch with the trade, at some twenty car 
loads per annum. The price of cotton seed 
‘oll varies from 6.15 to 5.50 rubles $(2.57 to 
$2.75) per pood (86 pounds) net, free Warsaw. 
Cotton seed oil as an edible ofl comes within 
this province in competition with sunflower 
oil, Mnseed oil, hemp seed oil, rape oll and 
olive oll. The consumption of these - rival 
oils can not be determined with exactness 
for want of statistics. Relative to olive oll I

Cotton seed il is imported into this prov- 
ince from Russia proper. There are four 
manufactories in Russia which produce jt as 
a specialty, the three varieties or grades be- 
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ing known on the, market as raw, refined and 
Qeuble refined. Cake and tmeal-are prac- 
tically produced for export only. 

Sunflower oi] is imported from southern 
Russia, principally from Ekaterinodar and 
Armavir. The mill at Exkaterinodar is known 
to produce daily during the season not less 
than ‘five car loads of this oll. 

Linseed ojl is imported from the northwest 
country and- Volga district. Hemp seed oil 
comes from southern Russia, Rape oil is 
produced within the province by two large 
mflis, one of which is in Warsaw, the other 
at Kutno. The produce of the latter amounts 
to about 1,000 tons per annum. 

Cotton seed cake, linters and meal are not
